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REMARKS 



Patentees respectfully request that a Certificate of Correction be issued to address a 
mistake of minor character appearing in claim 6 of U.S. Patent No. 7,589,058. Patentees 
submit that the error does not involve any change in U.S. Patent No. 7,589,058 which would 
constitute new matter and would not involve reexamination. 



As issued, claim 9 (column 56, lines 52-55) reads: 
9. (Previously presented) A compound according to the formula: 
(des-Ser2)hGhrelin(l-28)-NH2 or 

(des-Gly^ des-Ser2)hGhrelin(l-28)-NH2, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
thereof. 

Patentees submit that claim 9 (colunm 56, lines 52-55) should read: 
9. (Previously presented) A compound according to the formula: 
(des-Ser2)hGhrelin(l-28)-NH2 (SEQ ID NO:116) or 

(des-GV/ des-Ser2)hGhrelin(l-28)-NH2 (SEQ ID NO:116), or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof. 

Support for this correction is found in U.S. Patent No. 7,589,058 at column 17, lines 52- 
57 which indicate that the sequences of claim 9 have been assigned SEQ ID NO:116. 

All other requests for correction detailed in the accompanying Request for Certificate 
of Correction were made in printing by the Patent and Trademark Office. 

Patentees respectfully request entry of this Certificate of Correction to address these 
minor errors in the claims. 
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
